After  the  material  was  prepared 
for  publication  by  rlie  l.aborator;/  for  Prohistcrio  Archaeology 
(Peabody  Muser.m,  Yale  University),  it  was  brought  out  in  two  parts 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Archaeological  Society  of  Connecticut. 


The  present  paper,  since  it  is  designed  primarily  to  serve 
as  a reading  guide  to  the  archaeology  of  the  greater  Pennsylvania 
area,  is  confined  to  more  narrow  limits.  Based  largely  upon  the 
above  mentioned  bibliography,  rea.sons  for  economy  (.a  space  make 
necessary  the  deletion  of  references  to  other  than  Pennsylvania 
and  adjoining  states.  At  the  same  time  bibliographic  material  on 
Ohio,  om.ittad  from  the  earlier  compilation  because  of  extra-areal 
consideration,  is  included  here  for  its  significance  in  local 
archaeological  research.  In  thus  focusing  atterition  upon  a limited 
area,  the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked,  however,  that  probl.ems  deal- 
ing with  the  preliterate  Indian  cultures  of  Pennsylvania  can  be 
adequately  considered  only  in  terms  of  wider  prehistoric  horizons. 


The  Partial  Bibliography  is,  as  its  title  indicates,  in 
no  sense  complete  nor  does  it  include  all  of  the  most  recent  pub- 
lications on  the  archaeology  of  Pennsylvania.  While  an  attempt 
was  made  to  bring  the  original  work  up  to  date,  the  necessity  of 
making  an  early  publication  deadline  rendered  this  only  partially 
successful.  For  aid  in  submitting  lists  of  recently  published 
material,  acknowrledgments  are  due  Messrs.  William  A,  Ritchie,
